The priest tried to escape 
by :i secret dooi from his house to the 
church when ho heard the police com- 
ing 
He was caught with a box full of 


piipers in his arms, and, together with 
his sister and clerk, was taken directly 
to the police station 
It is supposed 


that the priest's house has been the 
rendezvous of the revolutionary Sicil- 
ians living? in Rome. 


Dispatches from Palermo say that 


the mob leaders la nearly all the Si- 
cilian towns which have been dis1 
turbed by riots were arrested Friday 
night 
Evidence was found by the po- 


lice in several cities that the German 
socialists, B3 well as the French, have 
spent money to spread the propaganda 
of their cause. 


The ai rest of socialist leaders has 


awed 
the 
ignorant revolutionists 


(froitly. 
Deputy De Felice was re- 


garded as infallible and Invincible by 
his more ignorant followers, and his 
Incarceration has injured his prestige 
noticeably. The effect is apparent in

Txrnisvn.LE, Ky., Jan. 7.— Yesterday 


afternoon a mob of several hundred 
people gathered around the Floyd 
county jail In New Albany and threat- 
ened to lynch Marcus Duncan, who is 
confined there charged with commit- 
ting1 a nameless outrage upon a boy 
named Birth, from the effects of which 
the latter may die. Duncan was taken 
from the jail to Magistrate Richard*' 
office and fined $33 for carrying1 con* 
cealed weapons. There is no statute 
for the punishment of the crime, and 
the authorities are in a quandary how 
to proceed. He was therefore fined on 
the concealed-weapon charge to hold 
him. 


When Duncan was returned to jail, 


a howling mob surrounded it and de* 
manded his life 
After hard work toe 


sheriff and his deputies Induced the 
croxvd to dispsrse. The jail -was hear- 
lly guarded. 


The boy was assaulted about two 


weeks aeo and given a horrible disease. 
It was reported that he was dead and 
this made the acquaintances of the 
boy s parents furious. 
A Probably Fatal 4ocUUnt to

Aeronaut. 


SAN ANIOOTO, Tex., Jan. 8.— Mr*, 


Stella Eobbins, the widely-known fe- 
male aeronaut, met with a probably 
fatal accident here yesterday. She had 
been giving Sunday afternoon ascents 
for •some time, and yesterday started 
on her usual voyage from San Pedro 
park. The balloon raised to a height 
of about 3,000 feet when Mrs. Bobbins 
let herself drop with the parachute. 
The parachute opened, but the wind 
carried it downward with great rapid- 
ity, and it struck a large tree with Its 
burden with terrific force. Mrs. Bob- 
bins' right leg was broken, andishe re- 
ceived internal injuries.

The regulators, or white caps, who 


have for the past two months been 
terrorizing not only the west end of 
this county, but also the adjoining 
counties of Washington and Boyle, 
were out in force last night number- 
ing not less than flfty men. After 
these midnight marauders, masked 
and armed to the teeth, had visited 
quite a number of country residences 
and called out the men, whipping 
seme very severely and reading the 
riot act to others, warning them to 
mend their ways, leave the county or 
take the consequences, they went on 
to 
the 
village of Lewlsbnrg, six 


mile* from 
this place, 
and sur- 


rounded the town. They forced open 
the cabin-door of Joseph Mitchell and 
forcibly dragged him from his bed 
and carried him about fifty yards from 
his house and tried him before Judge 
Lynch. 


As soon as Mitchell took in the situ- 


ation and saw they meant to do him 
great bodily harm he broke through 
their line and made haste for his 
cabin, where he had a loaded shotgun. 
Hi* wife had gotten up and lighted a 
lamp and Just as Mitchell was nearing 
hi* door his body outlined by the light, 
It was perforated by not less than 
twenty-five bullet* and his bleeding 
corpse fell prostrate on the door sill. 


Immediately after killing Mitchell 


they attacked the residence of Brack 
Bottoms, and forced open his door. 
They made his wife strike a light, but 
oonld not find their man. Bis wife 
averred that he was absent from home, 
but this they did not believe for the 
children kept begging that they would 
not kUl their father 


After making a thorough search 


Here and about to leave, one of them 
perceived some soot falling down the 
chimney into the smoldering fire, and 
looking up the chimney saw Bottoms, 
who had been frightened by the shoot- 
Ing when Mitchell was killed, and had 
climbed up the chimney for safety, 
Dragging him down by the heels, they 
carried him off and gave him fifty 
laahe* on his bare back, lacerating the 
flesh at every stroke and causing the 
blood to flow freely, while his piteous 
cries for mercy rent the midnight air, 


Bottoms had been dragged from his 


cabin by a rope slipped around his 
neck, but the pitiful cries of the little 
children and the earnest prayer of the 
|rrief-»triokeuwlfe, aroused a feeling of

I was in the 
second car in the train. It is divided 
into two compartments, the part in

man yell: "Bold up your handsl" 
'1 looked through the door and saw

One fel- 
low was a big man weighing, I judge, 
about 100 pounds. He kept us cov- 
ered while his partner, a small man, 
went through our pockets
